What is the Canada Jobs Fund? 


The Canada Jobs Fund (CJF) is a Government of 
Canada initiative managed by Human Resources 
Development Canada (HRDC). Its purpose is to 
assist employers creating lasting jobs in regions 
and communities with high levels of 
unemployment. It came into effect on 

April 1, 1999. 


Why is it being implemented? 

CJF succeeds the Transitional Jobs Fund (TJF), 
which was implemented at the same time as the 
Employment Insurance (EI) system in July 1996. 
CJF assists high unemployment areas throughout 
Canada to develop long-term sustainable 
employment in activities that have good 
prospects for future growth. 


How does CJF help? 


CJF is designed to encourage partnership 
initiatives with the private sector, provincial and 
municipal governments, other federal 
departments, community groups and other 
organizations that generate new, sustainable jobs 
in affected communities. 


Who can apply? 


Businesses, organizations, individuals, 
municipalities and band/tribal councils. 


What are the criteria for CUF? 

Proposals must clearly demonstrate that they will 
lead to the creation of direct, new sustainable 
jobs. 


Proposals must demonstrate that jobs would 
not be created without CJF. 


Other partners must contribute at least 50 per 
cent of the total project costs. CJF will 
contribute only to projects that have received 
funding from all other available sources. 


Proposals should be consistent with the 
strategic plan for local/regional economic 
development. 


Proposals must have the support of the 
province/territory in which the activity takes 
place. 


What kind of projects can be 
supported under CJF? 


CJF is a flexible tool which can be used for a 
variety of initiatives. For example, financial 
assistance may be provided to: 


* private-sector employers who will create 
jobs by expanding existing businesses, 
providing a new Service in the community, 
and/or manufacturing new products; 


individuals planning to create jobs by 
starting their own business; 


community partners or band councils who 
are working to create sustainable 
employment and to diversify their economy 
in growth sectors such as tourism, 
aquaculture and technology; 


local stakeholders, including unions and 
workers affected by plant or business 
closures who are combining their resources 
to restart operations and generate sustainable 
employment.

What costs will be covered under 
CJF? 


Financial assistance may be provided to cover 
wages, employment-related costs, 
administrative costs, overhead costs, and 
capital costs. 


Where do | apply? 


If you have a project that you think might be 
eligible for funding under CJF, contact your 
local Human Resource Centre of Canada 
(HRCC) to discuss the details with a staff 
member.
